It was 
the first victory in a long, bitter 
fight by the administration to ex-

months. 


Re«d Protest* 


The rules committee acted In the 


face of cries from Chairman Dan 
iel Reed (R-NY) of the ways and 
means committee that the move 
was unconstitutional and unprece 
dented and was destroying "tht 
very foundations of our legislative 
system." 


At one point, Reed voiced a veil- 


ed threat to resign from the house, 
in which he has served 35 years. 


But Republican Leader Halleck 


of Indiana argued that Reed was 
frustrating the will of the Presi- 
dent, the will of the house and the 
will of the people by calling off 
all ways and means committee 
meetings to block action.

The testimony came from J. An- 


thony Panuch. a deputy assistant 
secretary of state in 1945-47. 


Jenner said in an interview he 


plans to discuss with Sen, Mc- 
Carthy (R-Wis) whether a Senate 
investigation of communist lawyers 
who practice before government 
agencies is needed, and if so. who 
should run it. 


McCarthy has announced he is

Berlin Riots Show Ked Hold Slipping 


in Satellite Nations 


The Russian attempt to blame "Western provacateurs' 


for the widespread uprising of Germans in Soviet Germany 
sounds almost like a pitiful wail. It gains nothing from be- 
ing alternated with feeble Communist admissions that many 
German complaints are justified. 


The Russians really understand that the world knows 


this was a remarkable demonstration of bare-handed rebel- 
lion against oppressive authority—without hope of success. 
No provacateurs would send men to do battle against tanks 
with sticks and stones. 


The riot-and-strike wave fanned out from East Berlin 


to envelop many other cities, and the Reds have been hard- 
pressed to brings them under control. At last reports, dis- 
turbances still were in progress in seven cities. 


Altogether the Russians have arrested some 16,000 indi- 


viduals for allegedly playing roles in these flare-ups and 
some feel the total will climb to at least 30,000. Dozens of 
men have been executed by firing squad, and others killed 
by Russian tank, burp gun and rifle fire. Even children have 
been mowed down.

Despite all these cruel reprisals, the Germans have gone 


on refusing to work, sacking Communist offices, scuttling 
ships, damaging mines and otherwise sowing havoc in the 
Soviet zone. 


It can be no solace to the Russians that the allegedly 


docile Czechs also stirred in wrath against their masters at 
Pilsen and other centers. 
And there are reports, too, of 


trouble in Bulgaria and Rumania. 


The Russian is pictured as a great bear whose paws 


pack a powerful punch and who is yet agile and alert enough 
to outwit a bigger enemy. But the Russian is behaving like 
a clumsy dinosaur who feels the ground quaking beneath him 
and knows no defense but to stamp wildly upon any life that 
falls beneath his giant feet.

The Doctor Says; 


Multiple Sclerosis Attacks 
Nervous System Slowly 


By EDWIN P. JOKOOX, M. I). 


It has been some limp sine* this 


column 
has 
discussed 
multiple 


sclerosis, but questions on the dis- 
ease 
continue to come in. No 


astonishing new developments in 
treatment or in the understanding 
of its cause have occurred, but the 
increasing interest in the disease 
and the additional amount of re- 
search being done on it offer great 
encouragement for the future. 


Twenty or 30 years ago multiple 


sclerosis was considered to be a 
rather rare disease in the United 
States. Today, while still an un- 
usual condition, there are many 
reasons for believing that it is 
much more common than was for- 
merly the case. Even if it had re- 
mainod an extremely rare condi- 
tion, however, it would have been 
important to those who had it, and 
a solution to its prevention and 
treatment would have been urgent- 
ly needed. 


Multiple sclerosis 
affects 
the 


nervous system. It usually pro- 
gresses slowly, with periods of 
grpat improvement. Any one or 
several different parts of the nerv- 
ous system may be attacked. This 
is what has given the disease the 
"multiple" part of its name. 


Because the location vanes from 


patient to patient, there are no ab- 
solutely typical symptoms. What 
symptoms there are depend on 
what portions of the nervous sys 
tern have been attacked. 


A trembling motion when trying 


to pick up some object, a disturb 
ance in walking, seeing double 
often for only a short time, are 
perhaps the most common symp 
toms. These may be absent entire 
ly or only one or two of them may 
be found. A person should not tr\ 
to make a diagnosis on himsel'f 
just because such signs are pres- 
ent. 


There have been many theories 


concerning the cause of multiple 
sclerosis. Although a good deal of 
research woik has already been 
done on the disease, it has not yet 
been possible to find the cause 
with any degree of certainty. 


AIDS IN ItKSKAKCH 


In an effort to speed the solu- 


tion of this problem, a group of 
interested citizens and physicians 
have organized the National Scler- 
osis Society. 270 Park av.. Suite 7- 
G. New York 17. N. Y. This organ- 
ization has held conferences and 
has contributed to the support of 
several promising research 
pro- 


jects. 


As long as so little is known 


of the disease, the treatment will 
remain unsatisfactory. At present 
complete bed rest is generally 
considered wise during any acute 


stages of the disease. Protection 
from infections and sometimes res- 
idence in a warm, comfortable 
climate 
seem 
to increase 
the 


number of good periods and help 
to prevent the bad ones.

H. S. Lipman, the official accountant for the commission, reported 


that the book* of four of McCormack's companies revealed.* total 


of J9S1.908 of cash disbursements without vouchers 
in five years. He also reported that one company 
disbursed $19,215 in about 18 months for fine meats, 
fruit, vegetables and groceries in payment of bills 
which showed erasures. The words erased were 
"McCormack." "Waterman." the name of McCor* 
mack's married daughter, and "out of town." The 
McCormack's and Watermans have adjacent homes 
at Greenwich, Conn., which is out of town. 
On 


the books, the provender mentioned in these bills 
was charged to McCormack's Penn Stevedoring 


p»»i*» 
Co., under various headings. 


Witnesses agreed that there was a fire at the plant, all right, but 


.hat the building so destroyed was a practically worthless old wooden 
shed set on a concrete slab which contained, to their knowledge, 
nothing but empty oil drums. The date was June 13, 1951.

"I pray each night that they will sign a truce so 


these yoUng kids can get away from this blood and 
death. As it is now, they are thrown in here at 18 and 
19 before they ever know what life is all about. It's a 
cruel way to have to grow up."

Mrs. Ford read and reread the letter in her North 


side apartment. On each reading, one fact emerged more 
clear, and it made her deeply proud of James Ford. 


"There is no bitterness in it," she said. 
"I have no fear of going on this patrol," Ford wrote, 


"and I don't mind going if it wilj help in the smallest 
way to make this messed-up world a better place to live 
in."

Public Opinion, Weather 
May Decide Farm Issues 


KIMTOK'S NOTK: There are two iiiii'rwIictublcK in th<; civil 


war shaping up over the future if government aid to agriculture— 
the weather and public opinion. In thin final article of four, veteran 
AP reporter* point out how either could have a potent—perhaps 
decisive—influence In tho fight.

WASHINGTON (#>—The two most unpredictable elements in the 


battle over a new farm program are. the weather and the now silent 
voice of public opinion. 
Either could have a potent influence in the 


fight. 


They are factors which cannot 


be ignored in any 
speculation 


about the kind of farm program to 
be written by congress when the 
present fixed high-support laws ex- 
pire next year. 


So far, there's been little indica- 


tici »nat the general public, which 
cc.-sumes the farmers' 
products, 


is choosing up sides in the conflict 
over 
fixed high support prices 


versus flexible farm, price props. 
But it could happen should people 
become 
aroused 
as 
they did 


against the potato support pro- 
gram a couple of years ago. More 
' recently there has 
been 
some 


grumbling over heavy government 
buying of butter, cheese and dried 
milk to support prices of these 
products. 


Taxpayers Paid 


In the case of potatoes- the fed- 


eral government had this crop un- 
der acreage control. But farmers 
increased potato yields per acre to 
record-breaking heights 
through 


generous use of fertilizer. Then 
they dumped the surplus on the 
government at heavy cost to tax- 
payers. 


The market couldn't absorb the 


supply. Tons spoiled. Neither law- 
makers nor farmers could argue 
effectively against the public's out- 
cries, and the potato price support 
program was knocked in the head. 


The weather can go a long way 


*«o make or break the administra- 
tion drive for a flexible system of 
price supports 
for basic 
crops 


such as wheat, corn, cotton, rice, 
tobacco and peanuts. 


These crops now are supported 


under law at 90 per cent of parity. 
Parity is a return estimated to b.e 
fair to both the farmer and con- 
sumer. 


Weather Favorable 


Up to this time, the weather ap- 


pears to be on the side of the 
Eisenhower administration's argu- 
ments against continued rigid high 


price supports. The prospects are 
for 
good 
crop 
weather—which 


.would mean more surpluses piled 
on surpluses 
°- carried over from 


last'year's bumper crops. 
' The Agriculture department al- 
ready, is a bit frantic trying to find 
storage for wheat and corn sur- 
pluses on hand and in view. 


The present farm program was 


designed to keep a reasonable sur- 
plus of grains and other storable 
products on hand in case of pro- 
longed drought or war emergency. 
But some surpluses have climbed 
beyond the point many consider 
reasonable and are embarrassing 
the government and farmers alike. 


The wheat surplus is around 600 


million bushels, the corn surplus 


growing 
about 800 million. Good 
weather will boost these totals. 


But despite such bountiful farm 


production, the farmer has been 
edging toward trouble for two 
years—trouble he hasn't experi- 
enced since before World War II. 


Prices Down 


Farm prices are down but farm 


costs have not declined 
corre- 


spondingly. The farmer's share of 
the consumer dollar spent for food 
and fiber is at the lowest level 
since 1941, just' before the war- 
boom lifted him into his greatest 
period of prosperity. 


There is considerable pressure 


for the United States to adopt a 
two-price system for exports—one 
price on the domestic market un- 
der price supports, and the ower 
price seeking its level in world 
competition on the export market. 


Protect Markets 


Some farm leaders think a more 


determined effort must be made in 
this direction in order to prevent 
Soviet Russia and her Communist 
satellites 
from 
dominating the 


farm market in Europe. 
Unless surplus production is con- 
trolled by shifts in production.
